trucks. 

! The floor of the building will 
be concrete and sloped to the 
center to capture runoff from 
trucks. Old material from the 
mixer’s drums will, according 
to the applicant, be dis- 
charged within the building 
into specially designed 11 
cubic yard dumpsters. The 
size of most drums on such 
vehicles is also 11 cubic feet. 
The building will accommo- 
date the offloading of excess 
material from the concrete 


The attorney for the appli- 
eant, William Landry, 
explained that this design 
addresses desire to construct 
“containment within contain- 
ment.” There was debate 
about whether or not the 
building will require a drain, 
but ultimately that decision 
lies with the plumbing inspec- 
tor. 

The site plan also expands 
now onto parcel B, though the 
list of abutters has not 
changed. The applicant plans 
to pave the left, rear portion 
of the site with concrete and 
already submitted a storm 
water management plan to 
address that part of the site. 

The applicant also proposes 
using a vacuum truck with a 
vacuum pump that will allow 


extraction of water and other 
material from the floor of the 
facility. It, along with a street 
sweeper and a Caterpillar, 
will be stored within the 
building. A vegetative screen 
is planned to minimize visual 
impact of the structure. 

The building will hold three 
containers. As one is filled it 
will be hauled away, always 
leaving two reserve contain- 
ers, 


Planning Board Chair 
Michael] Sorrentino offered 
comments from various town 
boards and officers including 
the Assistant Water and 
Sewer Superintendent, the 
Superintendent of Public 
Works, the Engineering 
Department, and the 
Conservation Commission. 
Due to the change in the site 
plan, Planning Director 
Carole Hamilton requested 
revised open space calcula- 
tions. 

The group went to pains to 
explain that the site is 
designed as a “zero-dis- 
charge” site, such that no 
runoff or material will end up 
in the groundwater. The area 
is in a groundwater protec- 
tion zone and abuts the Olin 
Chemical site. The company 
also plans to use municipal 
water for its operation, and 
will be installing a new water 
main at the direction of the 
Water and Sewer 


Department. 

Representatives of compet- 
ing Benevento Sand and Stone 
Corporation of Wilmington, 
through their attorney Alan 
E. Lipkind, expressed a num- 
ber of concerns to the 
Planning Board, chief among 
them was that the proposed 
system could not be found in 
use anywhere in the country. 

“The applicant wants to use 
a methodology not used any- 
where else in the U.S. for a 
concrete plant application,” 
said Lipkind to the board. 
“Now, here in a groundwater 
protection district, they want 
to use this unproven system.” 

Sorrentino interjected that 
he thought the building came 
as a result of public com- 
ments and added that he 
thought it was a pretty good 
response. 

Lipkind’s final point was 
that the standard of the law, 
as it applies to the planning 
board, is that the applicant 
must prove that the plan has 
adequate resources to ensure 
cot 

At the end of the meeting 
the Planning Board asked 
that revised plans be submit- 
ted at least two weeks before 
the February 2 meeting. The 
board expects to make a deci- 
sion during its March meet- 
ing.

Playing with wooden backboards 


Skating on Silver Lake 
marked a simpler time 


Playing winter. sports at 
Wilmington High School in 
the 1930’s and 1940’s was a 
far cry from today, when on 
almost every night there is 
a: game played in what 
seems to be a state-of-the- 
art environment, with all 
the bells and whistles that 
go along with the event. 
What would a basketball 
pregame lay-up line be 
without blaring music and 
the announcing of the home 
team with all the fanfare 
reserved for that next rock- 
star? 

Wilmington High School 
tdday is tame when com- 
pared with most area high 
schools, and the school’s 
athletes are still reminded 
that there is a game to be 
played with obligations to 
parents, coaches, fans and 
teachers, but not always in 
that particular order. 

There is always time for 
fun and a look back, thanks 
to the historical efforts of 
the ‘Wilmington Old Sports’ 
group, the Friends of the 
Wilmington Library and the 
Wilmington Historical 
Commission. This time 
around, Anne E. Butters 
provides a look back into 
some Wilmington sports, 
beginning with the year 
1935, 

“When I graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 
1935, Wilmington was a 
completely different scene 
than it is today,” relates 
Butters. “There was nothing 
but woods in the back of the 
high school-now the Swain 
School. This was ‘the place 
to go skiing in the winter 

er school. Powerhouse 
Circle was non-existent. 
The Catholic Church was 
the area of the present 
library, and the Common 
was nothing but a plain 
field where we played girls’ 
baseball and field hockey. 
. The present high school was 
just a home with a little 
apple orchard’ out back. 
Athletic activities for girls 
consisted of three competi- 
tive sports — field hockey, 
baseball and basketball.” 

Butters always knew what 
the choices were, and was 
happy to be involved with 
Wilmington athletics when 
the Wildcats were shooting 
at wooden backboards and 
walking over to Sliver Lake 
for a Saturday afternoon of 
skating-Wilmington’s real

passion in the winters of 
what now seems like a very 
long time ago. 

There were small groups 
of girls playing the three 
sports that were offered at 
Wilmington High School. 
Butters forever remem- 
bered her friends and their 
respective sports. Lifelong 
friendships were formed- 
bonds between young ath- 
letes who walked to school 
and couldn’t wait to make 
their way to the gym every 
afternoon after class. There 
were few distractions back 
then, says Butters. 

“For the four years that I 
attended Wilmington High 
School, the same group of 
girls participated in the 
three sports for all of those 
years, There were no other 
sports to divert us, and we 
were just about unbeatable 
in all three-especially in 
field hockey. Our games 
were with local communi- 
ties like Woburn, Burlington 
and Billerica. We surely did 
not have the exposure of 
today, One of our non- 
school sponsored activities 
was skating. Rotary Park 
was a cranberry bog, which 
was flooded in the winter 
months for the entire town 
to enjoy skating. 

“Some of the school func- 
tions were held at the 
American Legion Hall, 
which is now extinct, but 
was located opposite the 
present Catholic Church on 
the corner of Middlesex 
Avenue and Adams Street. 
We attended our senior 
prom at Grange Hall, which 
was lecated just behind the 
Nichols Funeral Home.” 

Butters draws up memo- 
ries. Snow falling and 
thoughts of her senior prom 
with her teammates 
dressed to the nines. Soon 
they would graduate with 
the team photos and the tro- 
phies- never thinking that 
someone would even think 
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to search for that photo- 
graph and honor that mem- 
ory with a kind word or a 
question-just what was 
Wilmington like as the 
1930’s?-turned into another 
decade filled with more 
sports alternatives and a 
man who was right there in 
the thick of what made the 
town’s young people tick. 
He is Joe Gilligan. 

“I played four years of 
baseball and three years of 
basketball at Wilmington 
High School in the mid- 
1940's,” says Gilligan, who 
still resides in Wilmington. 
“You all remember the mid- 
forties, right? I didn’t play 
varsity football for two rea- 
sons-I had a knee operation 
my junior year and had not 
recovered over the summer- 
and I wasn’t very good any- 
way. I might have weighed 
120-130 pounds, which was 
not an unusual weight for 
the WHS athletes at the 
time. That was just one of 
the reasons why athletes 
are so different today than 
they were 50 years ago.” 

There was always varsity 
basketball, and according 
to Gilligan, there was a big 
difference in the quality of 
the facilities. 

But back then, the ath- 
letes didn’t know that there 
was much more than a 
plain basket with rope 
strings nailed to some 
wooden backboard. 

“We practiced basketball 
in the cellar of the old high 
school-later the Swain 
School, now occupied by 
WCTV. None of us were 
great, or even very good 
shooters. Boys practiced 
two days a week and the 
girls two. We were not very 
good. There was no three 
point shot-in fact no one 
shot from any great dis- 
tance at all. Everyone’s 
standard was a two-handed 
set shot with one hand on 
either side of the ball. 
Basketball back then, was 
strictly a no-contact sport. 
No contact at all. As a rule, 
you were either right-hand- 
ed or left-handed and you 
dribbled with one of them. 
Free throws were shot 
underhanded.” 

“When I was a senior, 
Tewksbury High School 
coach Charlie Hazel permit- 
ted us to practice on their 
court when they were fin- 
ished. Ironically, we beat 


Tewksbury at least once. We 
won two other games that 
year by scores of 22-20 and 
19-18 to the best of my rec- 
ollection. Did 1 say that we 
weren’t very good shooters? 
Of course we had no home 
games that year, but we 
played on a lot of different 
surfaces. In Billerica, we 
played on the stage of the 
high school auditorium. 

“At North Andover, the 
basketball court was only 
slightly larger than ours 
and rather narrow, which 
meant that you sat on some- 
one’s lap to inbound the 
ball. We also scrimmaged 
at the old Lawrence 
Armory, which seemed like 
a half-mile from each bas- 
ket.” 

When we look at old high 
school or even youth sports 
photos, we generally don’t 
rush to chat with someone 
who never played with us on 
a particular team. When 
‘old’ athletes gather in a 
room somewhere they are 
truly in their element-they 
are with each other, laugh- 
ing, joking, tossing around 
exaggeration after exagger- 
ation. They are young 
again, if only for a moment- 
and if they get really lucky 
and full of energy-an entire 
hour. The time frame really 
doesn’t matter- so many 
Wilmington High School 
memories are timeless. A 
photograph and a newspa- 
per clipping helps take us 
away from the bad news of 
the day. Got some doubts? 
Just ask Joe Gilligan. 

“There's an old adage that 
states-the older I get, the 
better I was. Not true. The 
high school athletes of my 
time, with very few excep- 
tions, couldn’t match the 
skills of today’s competitors 
and the environment in 
which they play. Today’s 
high school athletes are 
unquestionably bigger, 
stronger and likely for the 
most part-better. Things 
sure do change.”

Ever since this film 
debuted in festivals in 
September, the dramatic 
comedy "Up in the Air" was 
declared by most as a top 
Oscar contender. 

Now, finally in wide 
release, audiences every- 
where can enjoy director 
Jason Reitman's latest 
charmer, a sophisticayed 
and smart comedy tailor- 

for adults, easily one 
of the most enjoyable films 


of the year. 
Based on a_ script 
Reitman co-wrote with 


Sheldon Turner, which itself 
is based on a novel by 
Walter Kirn, the film focus- 
es in on George Clooney, 
playing a frequent-flying 
corporate ax man named 
Ryan Bingham. A man 
defined by his work, he 
spends his life flying around 
the country and firing peo- 
ple for bosses who can’t do 
it themselves, It's not a job 
for everyone, but it's a per- 
fect fit for Bingham, and 
lucrative, too, especially 
during the current reces- 
sion.

These remote-controlled 

bodies (imagine Jake in a 
sleep chamber, his avatar 
on Pandora having adven- 
tures) are a visual match 
for the Na'Vi (naw-vee), the 
moon's indigenous tribe, 
and it allows Jake to 
breathe their moon's air 
safely. 
The effects are stunning, 
so much so that’s its easy to 
forgive the sections of the 
plot that seem familiar, and 
portions of dialogue that 
come across as being 
clunky.

At New England College 
on Friday night, Barchard 
stopped 52 of 53 Pilgrim shots 
(98.1 percent) as the Jumbos 
won 3-1. Less than 24 hours 
later, his 63 saves against the 
Hawks on 66 shots (95.5 per- 
cent) helped the Jumbos take 
a 43 overtime victory. The 
weekend sweep of four points 
has Tufts (4-2-1 overall, 2-1-1 
NESCAC/ECAC East) tied 
for fourth place in the confer- 
ence early in the 2009-10 sea- 
son. The Jumbos have won 
four in a row overall, 

For the two games com- 
bined, Barchard recorded a 
.966 save percentage and a 
1.97 goals against average. He 
stopped all 27 New England 
College shots in the second 
period on Friday. At Saint 
Anselm, he made 58 straight 
saves before the Hawks 
scored in the third period. 
The 63 total saves surpasses 
the former record of 60 set by 
James Kalec against Colby in 
February 2005. Barchard's 
previous single-game high 
was 59 saves last season ver- 
sus Babson. 

This is the second confer- 
ence Player of the Week 
award for Barchard. He was 
honored in February of last 
year during a season in

5. Turn around the state’s 
lowest-achieving schools by: 

Building district capacity 
to prevent schools from enter- 
ing into Levels 4 and 5 and to 
sustain progress 

‘Developing a_ selective 
corps of teachers and leaders 


committed to turning around 
schools 

«Providing intensive social 
supports to struggling schools 

While the promise of need- 
ed funds has had some educa- 
tors dreaming of dollar signs 
at night, the program hasn’t 
been received everywhere 
with open arms. 

The Massachussetts 
Association of School 
Committees (MASC) issued a 
briefing paper earlier this 
month on the program and its 
requirements, which states: 
"State-based stakeholders 
across the nation, including 
not only school 
boards/committees, but also 
superintendents, special edu- 
cators, teachers, paraprofes- 
sionals, charter school opera- 
tors and even parents, were 
concerned that US Secretary 
of Education Arne Duncan 
was being deliberately 
ambiguous in trying to 
encourage innovation on one 
hand, but to appease special 
constituencies on the other." 

The paper goes on to cover 


the possible implications for 
Massachusetts, stating, "In 
distressing financial times, 
some might advantage of the 
crisis in order to pounce. We 
believe the parallel timing of a 
budget crisis and an opportu- 
nity to apply for huge federal 
grants could be used as a 
strategy to try to transfer 
authority and oversight from 
cities, towns, and regions and 
even from the state legislature 
itself to state and federal reg- 
ulators and administrators. 

The current economic cri- 
sis has cast a dark cloud over 
the fiscal strength of public 
education. Education, social 
services, health care, criminal 
justice, and a range of other 
areas of public programs con- 
tinue to struggle in their mis- 
sion to serve children and 
families as well as the rest of 
society. The American 
Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act (ARRA), also known as 
"the Stimulus Bill," has 
poured millions of dollars into 
Massachusetts. In FY 2010, 
much of the state allocation of 
funding aggregated for educa- 
tion has allowed the 
Commonwealth to fill a poten- 
tially catastrophic deficit in 
available funds for local edu- 
cation aid (Chapter 70 fund- 
ing, the Special Education 
Circuit Breaker, and other 
programs). As we begin plan- 
ning for FY 2011 and "brace 
for impact" from the state’s 
budget gap of over $4 billion 
as we exhaust the stimulus 
funding, the RTTT pool of 
over $4 billion for education is 
an attractive safety net of 
finance, 

Various state administra- 
tors have claimed that state 
eligibility for RTTT requires 
the adoption of specific rules, 
regulations or legislation. 
Media and public policy mak- 
ers who have not had access 
to accurate and fully detailed 
information or have not 
reviewed carefully the hun- 
dreds of pages of draft and 
final regulations have yet to 
question this misleading 
assumption. 

While innovation and 
implementation of advanced 
strategies will obviously help 
any state place itself in higher 
standing for federal RTTT 
assistance, we believe that 
Massachusetts has already 


met most criteria and is, in 
fact, among the nation’s most 
strongly positioned states to 
receive funding." 


The MASC based its belief 
that the state is well-posi- 
tioned to receive federal funds 
on the following: 

There are several things 
that states must do in order to 
have their application consid- 
ered. 

Most importantly, they 
must have a comprehensive 
and coherent reform agenda 
that articulates their goals 
around the four ARRA princi- 
ples (ie. stan- 
dards/assessments, effective 
teachers, longitudinal data 
systems, and raising achieve- 
ment in low achieving 
schools). This includes suffi- 
cient school district participa- 
tion and commitment to reach 
goals—which also includes 
local collaboration to have no 
state law prohibiting evaluat- 
ing teachers and principals on 
the basis of student achieve- 
ment or growth.
